Shooting 
Death 
Confirmed

Rumors 
circulated yester- 


day of the shooting death of 
a former Red Bluff man were 
confirmed this morning by the 
California City Police Depart- 
ment. 
California City is a small 
community 65 miles west of Ba- 
kersfield. 
According to the police depart- 
ment there, Eugene Lee Rogers, 
34, was shot to death by his son 
Eugene Jr., Sunday evening in a 
family argument. 
Police Sgt. Robert Moore said 


this morning that the family had 
been arguing for several hours, 
trying 
to convince Rogers to 


move back to Red Bluff. The 
sergeant said that the argu- 
ment had gone on about two 
hours when the son left the living 
room and took a .30-.30 lever 
action rifle from the bedroom. 
He then returned to the living 
room 
where 
his father and 


mother, Dorothy Rogers, 34, 
were still arguing. 


According to the report, the 
boy fired two shots at his fath- 
er, one striking him in the chest 
and the other hitting him in the 
right shoulder. Sgt. Moore said 
although it could not be con- 
firmed, Rogers apparently died 
instantly. Witnessing the shoot- 
ing were Mrs. Rogers and a 
daughter Debbie. A second son 
was not at home. 


Rogers was employed by the 
Granite Construction Compa- 
ny , working in Palmdale. Ac- 
cording to the police, he wanted 
to continue working there.

weeks. "If these three holding 
ponds are built the city will be 
able to handle a population of 
6,000," Anderson said.

Warning On Pollution

WASHINGTON (AP)- con- 
gress has been given a chilling 
account of potential disaster 
from air and water pollution if 
conventional methods are used 
to satisfy the nation's growing 
hunger for electrical power. 
The testimony, compiled by 


the Joint Committee on Atomic 
Energy, is expected to bolster 
the committee's position that 
nuclear power, despite draw- 


backs, is the nation's best bet 
for the least pollution in meet- 
ing future energy needs. 
Witness after witness told the 
committee; . 


— America's atmosphere al- 
ready 
is 
fouled 
by choking 


clouds of sulphur spewed into 
the air by coal-and oil-fired 
generating plants. 


— Rivers, lakes, even the sea 


— none are immune from the 
life- killing effects of thermal 


pollution resulting from dis- 
charge of heated liquids into the 
water by steam and nuclear 
generators. 


— Even the power dams once 


believed to be the cleanest of all 
instruments for producing elec- 
tricity now are believed to dam- 
age the water that spills over 
them by raising its nitrogen 
content to levels incompatible 
with aquatic life. 
The testimony was presented 


at hearings late last year and 
released by the committee to- 
day. A second series of hearings 
is scheduled later this month. 
The testimony came as scien- 
tists and conservationists raise 
more and more objections to 
side effects of electrical gener- 
ation. Government and private 
experts predict U. S. demands 
for electricity will nearly treble 
by 1990, and double once again 
by the year 2000.

Contention News Media Promotes Violence

WASHINGTON (AP)- A study 
prepared for the National vio- 
lence Commission contends the 
news media contributes to vio- 
lence in America by failing to 
report thoroughly on the social 
problems that lead to confron- 
tations. 


"Too many news organiza- 


tions fear social ideas and 
social action," the commis- 
sion's task force on mass media 
and violence concluded in a stu- 
dy paper. 
"As a result, they stimulate, 


dissatisfy, and arouse anxiety 
only to fall silent or limit them- 
selves to Irrelevant cliches 
when thoughtful solutions are 
required." 
The task force report is a 613- 
page book prepared under the 


direction of a former Justice 
Department attorney, Robert K. 
Baker, an^ a Seattle sociolo- 
gist, Dr. Sandra J. Ball. The 
study report does not carry the 
endorsement of the full com- 
mission. 
The 
task force report de- 


scribes 
the news media as 


over-sensitive to outside criti- 
cism. "Never before have the 
American news media been so 
defensive while being so suc- 
cessful," the report said. 


But the task force went on, 
"The media have contributed 
to the widespread use of con- 
frontation as an Instrument of 
social change by their failure 
to report adequately the condit- 
ions underlying current protest, 
by the proposals for solution of 
pressing social problems, and 


their action-oriented cov- 


erage of conflict. . . . " 
While the news media could 
do more toward lessening the 
tensions that breed violence, the 
task force said, the press is 
sometimes overly blamed for 
the violence Itself. 


"It is undoubtedly true," the 
repprt said, "that some groups 
have learned to use violence 
and the press to exploit their 
goals. They have learned that 
the 
media generally can be 


counted on to give violent beha- 
vior a prominent role In the 
day's news. 


"The result is that when they 
seek publicity for their griev- 
ances, conflict and possibly vio- 
lence may be one of the tech- 
niques used in the fairly certain 
knowledge that the press will 


make sure 'the whole world is 
watching.' 


"Although 
there is truth in 


this charge, it is probably a 
good deal less than seems to be 
popularly believed. First, vio- 
lence is not necessary to gain 
media attention. In the case of 
television particularly, any kind 
of physical action or dramatiz- 
ation of conflict will usually suf- 
fice. 


"Second, groups who engage in 


violence are apt to have their 
message lost because of the me- 
<Jla tendency to focus on the vio- 
lence to the exclusion of the 
message. 
Third, the use of violence, as 
Is usually the case in univer- 
sity confrontations, is a politi- 
cal instrument used to provoke 
the police and thereby radical- 


ize large numbers of students 
who are sympathetic to new left 
goals, but ordinarily reject new 
left tactics. 


"Today, the press is less de- 


pendent upon violent content— 
upon tltillatlon in general — 
than it may ever have been. The 
hard fact is that violence is not 
primarily what the news media 
have to offer today. For those 
who suppose that it is, that may 
be because it is what they have 
come to expect — or choose — 
to see and read." 


The task force recommenda- 
tions, largely ignored by the full 
com-nission in its final report 
last month, Included more self- 
examination by the press, more 
interpretive reporting on social 
Ills, tighter guidelines for the 
coverage of disorders, and bet- 


ter relations between the press 
and minority groups. 


"It should become habitual 
editorial policy to display fair- 
ly and clearly the opinions, an- 
alyses, and solutions offered by 
a wide variety of people — ex- 
pert and nonexpert — covering 
the spectrum, regardless of the 
proprietor's 
personal posi- 


tion. ..."

SACRAMENTO (AP) — A Re* 
publican state senator says 
California's air and water are 
deteriorating so quickly the pro* 
cess will soon be irreversible. 
Sen. John A. Nejedly of Walnut 
Creek in contra Costa County, 
introduced six bills Monday to 
ban the use of oil, gas, or coal 
in power plants and also ban* 
ning the use of a whole family 
of pesticides which have been 
discovered to pass from one 
creature to another— including 
man — once applied to crops. 
"We are at the point of no 
return," said Nejedly. "Infact, 
we've already passed the point 
of no return in many areas of 
pollution. We don't have much 
time." 
Nejedly, whose district in- 
cludes dozens of petroleum re* 
fineries, also wants to ban off- 
shore oil and gas exploration or 
removal from along the Contra 
Costa County coast. 
It was Nejedly who led the 


fight last year to ban the pesti- 
cide DDT. 
This year, he is 


aiming at the entire family of 
pesticides known as chlorinated 
hydrocarbons, of which DDT is 
one.

and violence concluded in a stu ­ 
dy paper. 
“ As a resu lt, they stim ulate, 
dissatisfy, and arouse anxiety 
only to fall silent or lim it them ­ 
selves 
to 
irrelevant cliches 
when thoughtful 
solutions are 
req u ired .’’ 
The task force report is a 613- 
page book prepared under the 


direction of a fo rm er Justice 
D epartm ent attorney, Robert K. 
B aker, and a S eattle sociolo­ 
gist, D r. Sandra J. Ball. The 
study report does not carry the 
endorsem ent of the full com ­ 
m ission. 
The 
task force 
report d e ­ 
sc rib e s 
the news 
media as 
over-sensitive to outside c riti­ 
cism . “ Never before have the 
A m erican news m edia been so 
defensive while being so su c­ 
c e ssfu l,” the rep o rt said. 
But the task force went on, 
“ The media have contributed 
to the widespread use of con­ 
frontation as an instrum ent of 
so cial change by th eir failure 
to rep o rt adequately the condit­ 
ions underlying cu rren t protest, 
by the proposals for solution of 
p ressin g social problem s, and 


their action-oriented cov­ 
erage of conflict. . . . ” 
While the news m edia could 
do m ore tow ard lessening the 
tensions that breed violence, the 
task force said, the p ress is 
som etim es overly blamed for 
the violence itself. 
“ It is undoubtedly tru e ,” the 
rep p rt said, “ that some groups 
have learned to use violence 
and 
the p re ss to exploit their 
goals. They have learned that 
the 
media generally can 
be 
counted on tu give violent beha­ 
vior 
a prom inent 
role in the 
day’s news. 
“ The result is that when they 
seek publicity for their griev ­ 
ances, conflict and possibly vio­ 
lence may be one of the tech­ 
niques used in the fairly certain 
knowledge that the p ress will 


m ake su re ‘the whole world is 
w atching.’ 
“ Although 
there is truth in 
this charge, it is probably a 
good deal le ss than seem s tobe 
popularly believed. F irs t, vio­ 
lence is not necessary to gain 
m edia attention. In the case of 
television particularly, any kind 
of physical action or d ram atiz­ 
ation of conflict will usually suf­ 
fice. 
“ Second, groups who engage in 
violence a re apt to have their 
m essage lost because of the m e­ 
dia tendency to focus on the vio­ 
lence to the exclusion of the 
m essage. 
T hird, the use of violence, as 
is usually the case in univer­ 
sity confrontations, is a politi­ 
cal instrum ent used to provoke 
the police and thereby ra d ic a l­ 


ize large num bers of students 
who a re sym pathetic to new left 
goals, but ordinarily reject new 
left tactics. 
“ Today, the p re ss is le ss d e ­ 
pendent upon violent content — 
upon titillation in general — 
than it may ever have been. The 
hard fact is that violence is not 
p rim arily what the news m edia 
have to offer today. F or those 
who suppose that it is, that may 
be because it is what they have 
com e to expect — or choose — 
to see and re a d .”

Contention News M edia Promotes V/o/ence 
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By JOSEPH E. MOHBAT 
WASHINGTON (AP)— A study 
prepared for the National Vio­ 
lence Commissi on contends the 
news media contributes to vio­ 
lence in America by failing to 
report thoroughly on the social 
problems that lead to confron­ 
tations. 
“ Too many 
news organiza­ 
tions 
fear 
social ideas and 
social action,” the commis­ 
sion’s task force xi mass media 
and violence concluded in a stu­ 
dy paper. 
“ As a result, they stimulate, 
dissatisfy, and arouse anxiety 
only to fall silent or limit them ­ 
selves 
to irrelevant cliches 
when thoughtful 
solutions are 
required.** 
The task force report is a 613- 
page book prepared under the 


direction of a former Justice 
Department attorney, RobertK. 
Baker, and a Seattle sociolo­ 
gist, Dr. Sandra J. Ball. The 
study report does not carry the 
endorsement of the full com­ 
mission. 
The 
task force 
report de­ 
scribes 
the news 
media as 
over-sensitive to outside criti­ 
cism. “ Never before have the 
American news media been so 
defensive while being so suc­ 
cessful,” the report said. 
But the task force went on, 
“ The media have contributed 
to the widespread use of con­ 
frontation as an instrument of 
social change by their failure 
to report adequately the condit­ 
ions underlying current protest, 
by the proposals for solution of 
pressing social problems, and 


their action-oriented cov­ 
erage of conflict. . . . ” 
While the news media could 
do more toward lessening the 
tensions that breed violence, the 
task force said, the press is 
sometimes overly blamed for 
the violence itself. 
“ It Is undoubtedly true,” the 
repon said, “ that some groips 
have learned to use violence 
and the press to exploit their 
goals. They have learned that 
the 
media generally can 
oe 
counted on to give violent beha­ 
vior a prominent 
role In the 
day's news. 
“The result is that when they 
seek publicity for their griev­ 
ances, conflict and possibly vio­ 
lence may be one of the tech­ 
niques used in the fairly certain 
knowledge that the press will 


make sure ‘the whole world is 
watching.’ 
“ Although 
there is truth In 
this charge, it Is probably a 
good deal less than seems tobe 
popularly believed. F irst, vio­ 
lence is not necessary to gain 
media attention. In the case of 
television particularly, any kind 
of physical action or dramatiz­ 
ation of conflict will usually suf­ 
fice , 
“ Second, groups who engage in 
violence are apt to have their 
message lost because of the me­ 
dia tendency to focus on the vio­ 
lence to the exclusion of the 
message. 
Third, the use of violence, as 
Is usually the case In univer­ 
sity confrontations, is a politi­ 
cal instrument used to provoke 
the police and thereby radical­ 


ize large numbers of students 
who are sympathetic to new left 
goals, but ordinarily reject new 
left tactics. 
“ Today, the press is less de ­ 
pendent upon violent content— 
upon titlllation in general — 
than it may ever have been. The 
hard fact is that violence is not 
primarily what the news media 
have to offer today. F or those 
who suppose that it is, that may 
be because It is what they have 
come to expect — or choose — 
to see and read.” 
The task force recommenda­ 
tions, largely Ignored by the full 
commission in its final report 
last month, included more self- 
examination by the press, more 
interpretive reporting on social 
Ills, tighter guidelines for the 
coverage of dlsotders, aodbet­ 


ter relations between the press 
and minority groups. 


“ It should become habitual 
editorial policy to display fair­ 
ly and clearly the opinions, an­ 
alyses, and solutions offered by 
a wide variety of people — ex­ 
pert and nonexpert — covering 
the spectr um, regardless of the 
proprietor's 
personal posi­ 
tion. . . . ” 


The 
Federal 
Communica­ 
tions Commission should dispel 
the ambiguities of its fairness 
doctrine, which governs the 
broadcasting 
of controversial 
topics, and should measure the 
expenditures of broadcasters 
for news -public affairs pro­ 
gramming when evaluating li­ 
cense renewal bids, the task 
force said.

A woman writing In a Sacramento newspaper about an article 


in another Sacramento newspaper ended her letter; "I've enclosed 
a copy of this letter to the management. . . with a request that 
their paper not be left at my residence in the future.'' 


Such reaction Is not common, we are happy to be able to say. 


But it is not as rare as it should be, either. A reader doesn't 
gain anything, for himself or for anyone else by refusing to read 
anything with which he disagrees. He is acting like a youngster who 
sticks his fingers in his ears when someone tries to tell him some- 
thing. What he is being told may be right or wrong, pleasant or un- 
pleasant, but the fingers-in-the-ears business doesn't change it one 
bit. 


For a reader to discontinue reading a publication which he oth- 


wlse enjoys simply because he disagrees with the editor or some 
opinion column writer Is the height of absurdity. If his boiling 
blood pressure prevents him from reading the editorials or the 
columns, he could still enjoy the rest of the publication. But he 
might do well to read the obnoxious editorials and columns, too. 
On the one hand, It's well to know what the enemy is plotting. 
And on the other hand, there just might be a new and worthwhile 
gem of knowledge to be gained. 


For Republicans to read only the remarks of Republicans, for 


Instance, and for Democrats to read only the ideas of Democrats is 
likely to be an unrewarding procedure . So it is for the long-past - 
30 generations to read only the comments of their contemporaries, 
and for the impatient now generation to give heed only to bold young 
writers with visions of golden tomorrows. 


Their Interest Is Financial 


Since the mental and emotional disposition precedes the act, 


whether in sports, crime, business or any other human endeavor, 
literally thousands of individuals are engaged every day in mood 
measurement. 


Most of these researchers have little to do with mental health 


clinics; their interest In moods is not psychiatric but financial, 
for it has been found that the human mood can effect the economy 
more strongly than a presidential act. It is because of these 
mood surveys, in fact, that some economic forecasters feel con* 
fident economic expansion will slow in the first half of 1970 
to a relative crawl when compared with much of the 1960s.

1966. 


Past studies have shown, quite understandably, that when the 


consumer Is in a cautious or depressed mood he doesn't spend 
his money, A lot of merchants discovered this during Christ* 
mas week. A lot may yet learn the bad news.

WASHINGTON - GOP govern- 
ors are beginning to show the 
same sort of discontent over 
President Nixon that exploded 
in Democratic statehouses In 
1966 against President John* 
son. 
At that time, Democratic gov- 
ernors blamed Johnson for the 
party's poor showing in the polls 
and 
angrily complained about 


his lack of liaison with state 
capitals. 
In fact, Missouri's Gov. War- 
ren Hearnes said bluntly that 
the party "might be better off 
with someone else" in the 1968 
presidential elections. 
Johnson labored mightily to 


woo the disgruntled governors 
with plane trips to the LBJ 
Ranch and frequent briefings. 
But the damage was done, and 
as late as March 1968, only 14 
of the 24 were back in the LBJ 
corral. 
President Nixon's failure to 
maintain close liaison with the 
32 Republican governors hasn't 
yet resulted in a wholesale 
fence-kicking. But insiders in 
several GOP-controlled states 
have begun whispering their 
unhappiness over the offhand- 
ed treatment they are getting 
from the White House. 
They were annoyed, for ex- 
ample, when Nixon sent Vice 
President Agnew to the Repub- 
lican Governors Conference in 
Hot Springs, Ark., last De- 
cember instead of making the 
trip himself. 
They liked his plan, however, 


to return part of federal tax 
haul to the states, with no 
strings attached. They assum- 
ed he would lay the groundwork 
for action in January, but state 
house staffers have hotly told 
this column that Nix on has made 
no real move to get House hear- 
ings going. 


GOV. SHAFER FEARS 
DEM SWEEP 
Gov. Ronald Reagan, chair- 
man of the GOP governors, 
has not openly criticized Nix- 
on for his failure to keep in 
closer personal touch with the 
governors. But the vice chair- 
man, Pennsylvania's Gov. Ray- 
mond Shafer, has sorrowfully 
told -friends that the President 
has .let him down and increased 
Democratic chances of taking 
over the Harrisburg state house 
in 1970. 
in Indiana, Gov. Edgar Whit- 
comb has told aides that he 
is unhappy with the help he is 
getting from the administra- 
tion in several areas. But his 
strongest 
complaint, signifi- 


cantly, is over the inadequate 
federal funds that have been 
made available to fight crime 
in the streets. 
Republican politicians in the 
states, while admiring Nixon 
personally as a savvy politician, 
are scornful of what one called 
"a stable full of lawyers and 
public relations men" in the 
White House. 


Even liberal Republicans are 
impressed with conservative 
Harry Dent, an experienced pol- 
itical pro himself. But they re- 
gard such aides as Brice Har- 
low, John Erlichmann and Lyn 
Nofziger as inexperienced or 
inept. 
Erlichmann has come under 
special sarcasm for his Polly- 


comments on what the 


White House is doing to solve 
pollution problems. The truth is 
that the state houses have been 
given pollution aid they don't 
need and have been denied the 
help they need most urgently. 
The failure of the White House 
to help the governors in such 
crucial areas has got them per- 
spiring over the 1970 elections. 
Thirty-seven 
governors hips 


will be decided, 26 of which are 
now held by Republicans. 
Only in the Southern states 
has Vice President Agnew real- 
ly done his work as the Presi- 
dent's special envoy to state 
capitals. Liberal GOP guber- 
natorial candidates are parti- 
cularly 
resentful about this 


twist on the so-called Southern 
strategy, 
President Nixon has been in 
office only a year, so the gov- 
ernors' ferment has a long 
time to go before it produces the 
bitter wine of President John- 
son's Christmass, 1966, gub- 
ernatorial revolt. But Republi- 
cans in the states are making 
birth-control jokes about Vice 
President Agnew*s Hot Springs 
crack that "in 1970 thisRepub- 
lican Governor's Association 
is going to suffer from a popu- 
lation explosion unknown in our 
history." 


MANAGING HISTORY 


Lyndon Johnson tried to man- 
age the news while he occupied 
the White House. After a year 
alone with his memories, he is 
now trying to manage history. 
All Presidents, of course, have 
sought to present the best pos- 
sible face to the public. But no 
President ever worked harder 
at it than LBJ. Once he sum- 
moned the government's top 
press agents to the White House 
and berated them for failing to 
build himuptoherodimensions. 
He 
told 
them 
petulantly: 


"You're not getting rr-y picture 
on the front pagethe-vayyoudid 
President Kennedy's." 
LBJ3 despite his recent pro- 


testations of friendship, dislik- 
ed the late Sen. Robert Ken- 
nedy so intensely that he struck 
people off his list whom he 
suspected might be friendly with 
Kennedy. Insiders say that LBJ 
deliberately destroyed theparty 
organization because of an ob- 
sessive fear that Kennedy might 
wrest control of the Democra- 
tic National Committee. 


Lyndon Johnson's first contri- 


bution to recorded history was 
produced while he was still in 
the White House. He issued a 
pictorial history called "The 
Living 
White House," which 


contains 63 pictures of LBJ and 
his family. George Washington, 
the father of our country, rated 
only two. Abraham Lincoln was 
allotted six pictures. More 
space is devoted to the wedding 
of LBJ's daughter, Luci, than 
to all the other eleven White 
House weddings combined. - 


If the reader flips through 


the pages of this publication 
too fast, he may get the im- 
pression that LBJ succeeded 
George Washington and was re- 
elected at frequent intervals 
thereafter. 
Now Lyndon Johnson, in a ser- 
ies of television interviews, is 
offering the nation ^onie more 
history. As usual, this is the 
LBJ version of history.

Call For Rail Reform

I do not know the particular 
situation elsewhere, but in New 
York • the commuter railroads 
are a mess, and I for one do 
not believe that this was neces- 
sarily meant to be. This morn* 
ing a friend began his telephone 
conversation, in reply to the 
routine question How are you? 
by muttering stoically that he 
had no complaint in the world 
except against the Penn Cen. 
tral Railroad. 
What 
was it this partic. 


ular 
morning? The "third 


track" wasn't working — on 
account of the bitter cold, tbe 
conductor had said. On the other 
hand, neither does the third 
track work regularly in the sum. 
merttme, on account, presum* 
ably of the bitter heat. Yestcr. 
day, on the line from Greenwich, 
Connecticut, the three count 'em 
three rear cars had absolutely 
no heat at all, so that the pas* 
sengers had all to crowd in the 
forward cars passing an hour 
eyeball to eyeball, without space 
enough, even, to hide their tears 
with a copy of the New York 
Daiiy News. 


My friend, who is a lawyer, 


waxed wr other and wr other, and 
reminded me that a year ago a 
passenger, protesting against 
some casual brutality of that 
morning's train, had refused 
to surrender his ticket. He was 
taken away and sentenced there 
and then by the judge for de- 
privation of service, which 
means that he deprived the rail* 
road of money which belonged to 
the railroad in compensation 
for its services. What, my 
friend asked cogently, about 
the railroad's deprivation of its 
passengers' time? The gentle* 
man 
in question is worth 


seventy-five dollars an hour on 
the open market. The figure 
is rough, but one can safely as* 
sume that in the course of 
a year, his commuter railroad 
costs him, in delays, oh, say 
five thousand dollars. 
I say it was not meant to be 
because 
I continue to be* 


lieve that if no one had in- 
vented the railroad, and sudden* 
ly one were to call a press 
conference and divulge the idea 
of a track running in a straight 
line from city to city on which 
an enormous engine, an adapta* 
tion of an automobile, could pull 
enormous busses at speeds of a 
hundred mites per hour,thatthe 
whole country would stop in 
amazement and every Con* 
Cress-nan and Senator would 
riae In a Chora* to appropriate 
money to make the dream come 
tr-e*. Yet, incredibly, railroads 
are grinding to a halt. Moet of ( 
New England yoa cannot now' 
reach by railroad. 
I am In the mood to make a 


few practical proposals. 


1. 
Is there any reason at 


all why the ICC shouldn't be 
abolished? It was set up pri. 
marily to guard against exces. 
sive abuses by the railroads of 
their advantages as monopolies. 
To guard against such abuses 
in this day and age is the 
equivalent of protecting the 
public 
against 
American 


Motors' selling their cars at 
too high a price. 
2. It is, in my judgment, too 
late to turn the railroads com. 
pletely over to free enterprise, 
but not too late for first ec- 
onomic principles to come to 
our help. The railroads' two 
principal economic encumbran. 
ces are 
a) taxes, and b) 


union monopolies. 
1 propose 


legislation under which the gov* 
ernment would acquire the rail. 
road beds. 
The sole reason 


for doing so would be in order 
to prevent the states and the 
municipalities from taxing the 
railroads, most particularly the 
land over which their trackage 
runs. 
3. The government would then 
proceed to lease the railroad 
beds for fees only just large 
enough to attend to the main* 
tenance of the railroad beds, 
even as the highways are 
publicly 
maintained. Anyone 


paying the fee could use the 
bed and provide public services, 
subject to observance of safety 
rules, and central coordination. 
So that, for instance, the Grey, 
hound 
Companies say, and 


Eastern Airlines or even the 
Buckley Syndicate, could offer 
services to commuters, or even 
to longer haul passengers at a 
price to be arrived at by com. 
petition, and by the quality of 
the service and equipment that 
they furnish. And, just as rail, 
way unions are covered under 
special legislation, so would 
they be covered under special 
legislation in the future: 
no 


union shop. 
A sensible set of proposals, 
with the compliments of a 
former patron of the railroads, 
who Is a prospective patron of 
the new railroads.

A woman writing in a Sacramento newspaper about an article 
In another Sacramento newspaper ended her letter: “ I've enclosed 
a copy of this letter to the management. . . with a request that 
their paper not be left at my residence in the future.” 


Such reaction is not common, we are happy to be able to say. 
But it Is not as rare as it should be, either. A reader d o e s n ' t 
gain anything, for himself or for anyone else by refusing to read 
anything with which he disagrees. He is acting like a youngster who 
sticks his fingers in his ears when someone tries to tell him some­ 
thing. What he Is being told may be right or wrong, pleasant or un­ 
pleasant, but the fingers-In-the-ears business doesn’t change it one 
bit. 


For a reader to discontinue reading a publication which he oth- 
wise enjoys simply because he disagrees with the editor or some 
opinion column writer Is the height of absurdity. If his boiling 
blood pressure prevents him from reading the editorials or the 
columns, he could still enjoy the rest of the publication. But he 
might do well to read the obnoxious editorials and columns, too. 
On the one hand, it’s well to know what the enemy is plotting. 
And on the other hand, there just might be a new and worthwhile 
gem of knowledge to be gained. 


For Republicans to read only the rem arks of Republicans, for 
instance, and for Democrats to read only the ideas of Democrats is 
likely to be an unrewarding procedure . So it is for the long-past- 
30 generations to read only the comments of their contemporaries, 
and for the impatient now generation to give heed only to bold young 
w riters with visions of golden tomorrows. 


Their Interest Is Financial 


Since the mental and emotional disposition precedes the act, 
whether in sports, crime, business or any other human endeavor, 
literally thousands of individuals are engaged every day in mood 
measurement. 


Most of these researchers have little to do with mental health 
clinics; their interest in moods is not psychiatric but financial, 
for it has been found that the human mood can effect the economy 
more strongly than a presidential act. 
It is because of these 
mood surveys, in fact, that some economic forecasters feel con­ 
fident economic expansion will slow in the first half of 1970 
to a relative crawl when compared with much of the 1960s. 


Among the measurements they use in arriving at this conclusion 
are these: 
—The Index of Consumer Sentiment, maintained 
by the Survey Research Center at the University of Michigan, 
is now near the low point reached just prior to the 1957-1958 
recession. 
In the fourth quarter of 1969 it dropped to 79.7 
from 95.1 in February. The base, or 100, is pegged to February' 
1966. 


Past studies have shown, quite understandably, that when the 
consumer is in a cautious or depressed mood he doesn't spend 
his money. 
A lot of merchants discovered this during Christ- 
mas week. A lot may yet learn the bad news.

Statehouse Discontent 


By JACK ANDERSON 
WASHINGTON — GOP govern­ 
ors are beginning to show the 
samt» sort of discontent over 
President Nixon that exploded 
in Democratic statehouses in 
1966 against President John» 
son. 
At that time, Democratic gov­ 
ernors blamed Johnson for the 
party’s poor showing tn the polls 
and 
angrtly complained about 
his lack of liaison with state 
capitals. 
In fact, Missouri’s Gov. War­ 
ren Hearnes said bluntly that 
the party “ might be better off 
with someone else” in the 1968 
presidential elections. 
Johnson labored mightily to 
woo the disgruntled governors 
with plane trips to the LBJ 
Ranch and frequent briefings. 
But the damage was done, and 
as late as March 1968, only 14 
of the 24 were back in the LBJ 
corral. 
President Nixon's failure to 
maintain close liaison with the 
32 Republican governors hasn’t 
yet resulted in a wholesale 
fence-kicking. But insiders in 
several GOP-controlled states 
have begun whispering their 
unhappiness over the offhand­ 
ed treatment they are getting 
from the White House. 
They were annoyed, for ex­ 
ample, when Nixon sent Vice 
President Agnew to the Repub­ 
lican Governors Conference in 
Hot Springs, Ark., last De­ 
cember instead of making the 
trip himself. 
They liked his plan, however, 
to return part of federal tax 
haul to the states, with no 
strings attached. They assum­ 
ed he would lay the groundwork 
for action in January, but state 
house staffers have hotly told 
this column that Nixon has made 
no real move to get House hear­ 
ings going. 


GOV. SHAFER FEARS 
DEM SWEEP 
Gov. Ronald Reagan, chair­ 
man of the GOP governors, 
has not openly criticized Nix­ 
on for his failure to keep in 
closer personal touch with the 
governors. But the vice chair­ 
man, Pennsylvania’s Gov. Ray­ 
mond Shafer, has sorrowfully 
told friends that the President 
has let him down and increased 
Democratic chances of taking 
over the Harrisburg state house 
in 1970. 
In Indiana, Gov. Edgar Whit­ 
comb has told aides that he 
is unhappy with the help he is 
getting from the adm inistra­ 
tion in several areas. But his 
strongest 
complaint, signifi­ 
cantly, is over the inadequate 
federal funds that have been 
made available to fight crime 
in the streets. 
Republican politicians in the 
states, while admiring Nixon 
personally as a savvy politician, 
are scornful of what one called 
“ a stable full of lawyers and 
public relations men” in the 
W’hite House. 
Even liberal Republicans are 
im pressed 
with conservative 
H arry Dent, an experienced pol­ 
itical pro himself. But they r e ­ 
gard such aides as Brice Har­ 
low, John Erlichmann and Lyn 
Nofziger as inexperienced or 
inept. 
Erlichmann has come under 
special sarcasm for his Polly - 


anna comments on what the 
White House is doing to solve 
pollution problem s. The truth is 
that the state houses have been 
given pollution aid they don’t 
need and have been denied the 
help they need most urgently. 
The failure of the White House 
to help the governors in such 
crucial areas has got them p e r­ 
spiring over the 1970 elections. 
Thirty-seven 
governors h i p s 
will be decided, 26 of which are 
now held by Republicans. 
Only in the Southern states 
has Vice President Agnew-real­ 
ly done his work as the P re si­ 
dent’s special envoy to state 
capitals. Liberal GOP guber­ 
natorial candidates are p arti­ 
cularly 
resentful about 
this 
twist on the so-called Southern 
strategy. 
President Nixon has been in 
office only a year, so the gov­ 
ernors’ ferment has a long 
time to go before it produces the 
bitter wine of President John­ 
son’s Christm ass, 1966, gub­ 
ernatorial revolt. But Republi­ 
cans in the states are making 
birth-control jokes about Vice 
President Agnew s Hot Springs 
crack that “ in 1970 this Repub­ 
lican Governor’s Association 
is going to suffer from a popu­ 
lation explosion unknown in our 
history.” 


MANAGING HISTORY 
Lyndon Johnson tried to man­ 
age the news while he occupied 
the W’hite House. After a year 
alone with his m em ories, he is 
now trying to manage history. 
All Presidents, of course, have 
sought to present the best pos­ 
sible face to the public. But no 
President ever worked harder 
at it than LBJ. Once he s um­ 
moned the government’s too 
press agents to the W’hite House 
and berated them for failing to 
build him uptoherodim ensions. 
He 
told 
them 
petulantly: 
“ You’re not getting nr»y picture 
on the front page the vay you did 
President Kennedy’s .” 
LBJ;, despite his recent pro­ 
testations of friendship, dislik­ 
ed the late Sen. Robert Ken­ 
nedy so Intensely that he struck 
people off his list whom he 
suspected might be friendly with 
Kennedy. Insiders say that LBJ 
deliberately destroyed the party 
organization because of an ob­ 
sessive fear that Kennedy might 
w rest control of the Democra­ 
tic National Committee. 
Lyndon Johnson’s first contri­ 
bution to recorded history was 
produced while he was still in 
the White House. He issued a 
pictorial history called “ The 
Living 
White House,” which 
contains 63 pictures of LBJ and 
his family. George Washington, 
the father of our country, rated 
only two. Abraham Lincoln was 
allotted 
six 
pictures. 
More 
space Is devoted to the wedding 
of LBJ’s daughter, Luci, than 
to all the other eleven W’hite 
House weddings combined. 
If the reader flips through 
the pages of this publication 
too fast, he may get the im ­ 
pression that LBJ succeeded 
George Washington and was r e ­ 
elected at frequent intervals 
thereafter. 
Now Lyndon Johnson, in a s e r­ 
ies of television interviews, is 
offering the nation some more 
history. As usual, this is the 
LBJ version of history.

conductor had said. On the other 
hand, neither does the third 
track work regularly in the sum­ 
mertime, on account, presum­ 
ably of the bitter heat. Yester­ 
day, on the line from Greenwich, 
Connecticut, the three count’em 
three rear cars had absolutely 
no heat at all, so that the pas» 
sengers had all to crowd in the 
forward cars passing an hour 
eyeball to eyeball, without space 
enough, even, to hide their tears 
with a copy of the New York 
Daily News. 
My friend, who is a lawyer, 
waxed wrother and wrother, and 
reminded me that a year ago a 
passenger, protesting against 
some casual brutality' of that 
morning’s train, had refused 
to surrender his ticket. He was 
taken away and sentenced there 
and then by the judge for de­ 
privation 
of 
service, 
which 
means that he deprived the rail­ 
road of money which belonged to 
the railroad in compensation 
for 
its 
services. What, my 
friend asked cogently, about 
the railroad’s deprivation of its 
passengers' time? The gentle­ 
man 
in 
question 
is worth 
seventy-five dollars an hour on 
the open m arket. 
The figure 
is rough, but one can safely as­ 
sume 
that 
in the course of 
a year, his commuter railroad 
costs him, in delays, oh, say 
five thousand dollars. 
I say it was not meant to be 
because 
I 
continue 
to 
be­ 
lieve that if no one had in­ 
vented the railroad, and suddeiM 
ly one were to call a press 
conference and divulge the idea 
of a track running in a straight 
line from city to city on which 
an enormous engine, an adapta­ 
tion of an automobile, could pull 
enormous busses at speeds of a 
hundred miles per hour, that the 
whole country would stop in 


amazement 
and 
every 
Con­ 
gressm an 
and Senator would 
rise in a chorus to appropriate 
money to make the dream come 
true. Yet, incredibly, railroads 
are grinding to a halt. Most of 
New England you cannot now' 
reach by railroad. 
I am in the mood to make a 
few practical proposals.

1. 
Is there any reason at 
all why the ICC shouldn't be 
abolished? 
It was set up pri­ 
marily to guard against exces­ 
sive abuses by the railroads of 
their advantages as monopolies. 
To guard against such abuses 
in this day and age is the 
equivalent 
of 
protecting the 
public 
against 
American 
Motors* selling their cars at 
too high a price. 
2. 
It is, in my judgment, too 
late to turn the railroads com­ 
pletely over to free enterprise, 
but not too late for first ec­ 
onomic principles to come to 
our help. 
The railroads’ two 
principal economic encumbran­ 
ces are 
a) taxes, and 
b) 
union monopolies. 
I propose 
legislation under which the gov­ 
ernment would acquire the rail­ 
road beds. 
The sole reason 
for doing so would be in order 
to prevent the states and the 
municipalities from taxing the 
railroads, most particularly the 
land over which their trackage 
runs. 
3. The government would then 
proceed to lease the railroad 
beds for fees only just large 
enough to attend to the main­ 
tenance of the railroad beds, 
even 
as 
the 
highways 
are 
publicly 
maintained. 
Anyone 
paying the fee could use the 
bed and provide public services, 
subject to observance of safety 
rules, and central coordination. 
So that, for instance, the Grey­ 
hound 
Companies 
say, 
and 
Eastern 
Airlines or even the 
Buckley Syndicate, could offer 
services to commuters, or even 
to longer haul passengers at a 
price to be arrived at by com­ 
petition, and by the quality of 
the service and equipment that 
they furnish. And, just as rail­ 
way unions are covered under

legislation, so would 
they be covered under special 
legislation in the future; 
no 
union shop. 
A sensible set of proposals, 
with the

form er patron of the railroads, 
who is a prospective patron of 
the new railroads.

Doctors’ Emotional Care 


Dr. Coleman 


AFTER an autom obile acci­ 
dent I was brought to a small 
community hospital in upper 
New York State. Fortunately, 
my injuries were com para­ 
tively minor, even though my 
scalp wound bled profusely. I 
was treated in the emergency 
room by. the nurses and by a 
young 
doctor

few months.

I I feel I want 
to s t a t e my 
enthusiasm for 
t h e kindness 
a n d u n d e r ­ 
standing I was given, in addi­ 
tion to the fine medical help.

Dear Mr. O.: May I regis­ 
ter my p e r s o n a l gratitude 
which I am certain is shared 
by many physicians who will 
read your letter of praise? Al­ 
though you do not ask a spe­ 
cific medical question, I be­ 
lieve there is much in your 
letter that is of vital impor­ 
tance in the relationship be­ 
tween doctor and patient. 
I recently had occasion to 
speak to a large group of 
young doctors who were com­ 
pleting their residency pro­ 
gram in surgery. Their surgi­ 
cal skills were honed to a fine 
degree and all were equipped 
to practice their specialties in 
various communities. I took 
this occasion to tell them that 
if we. their teachers, made 
them only good surgeons with­ 
out making them good human 
beings, then our educational 
program was a failure. 
Indeed, all efforts of medi­ 
cal school and hospital edu­ 
cators today are aimed at giv­ 
ing students a better, more 
sensitive understanding of the 
emotional needs of their pa­ 
tients. Too often young physi­ 
cians 
and 
surgeons 
believe 
that the practice of medicine 
in a community is identical 


with that which they have 
been accustomed to in a hos­ 
pital! Nothing is farther from 
the truth. 
Patients in a hospital en- 
v i r o n m e n t are sometimes 
treated by those in training 
as a bundle of signs and symp­ 
toms, devoid of fears, ten­ 
sions and worries. Patients, 
especially those who are on 
a hospital ward service, are 
somewhat more terrified to 
exnress their reactions to a 
callous attitude. 
In the private practice of 
medicine, patients seek the 
added ingredients of devotion 
and kindness along with com­ 
petent medical treatm ent. The 
wisdom of the body is so great 
that many diseases recover 
with simple guidance. Unless 
the young doctor is available 
to alleviate the concern of his 
patients, he and his practice 
may suffer and be by-passed. 
You stated it exceedingly 
well in your letter. I am cer­ 
tain that being far removed 
from your own home, injured 
and terrified by the bloody 
head, you needed th at extra 
ingredient of kindness in addi­ 
tion to the skill of sewing up 
a wound. 
There is no relationship be­ 
tween the degree of an illness 
and the worry it causes the 
patient. Even trivial diseases 
can set in motion a series of 
tensions. The physician must 
be equipped to tre a t the so- 
called trivial illnesses with the 
same degree of understanding 
and gentleness as he does a 
major illness.

thing. What he is being told may be right or wrong, pleasant or un­ 
pleasant, but the fingers -In -the-ears business doesn’t change It one 
bit. 
For a reader to discontinue reading spublication which he oth- 
wise enjoys simply becsuse he disagrees with the editor or some 
opinion column writer is the height of absurdity. If his balling 
blood pressure prevents him from reading the editorials or the 
columns, he could still enjoy the rest of the publication. But he 
might do well to read the obnoxious editorials and columns, too. 
On the one hand, it’s well to know what the enemy is plotting. 
And on the other hand, there just might be a new and worthwhile 
gem of knowledge to be gained.

Their Inferesf Is Financial 
Since the mental and emotional disposition precedes the act, 
whether in sports, crime, business or any other human endeavor, 
literally thousands of individuals are engaged every day in mood 
measurement. 
Most of these researchers have little to do with mental health 
clinics; their interest in moods is not psychiatric but financial, 
for It has been found that the human mood can effect the economy 
more strongly than a presidential act. It is because of these 
mood surveys, in fact, that some economic forecasters feel con. 
fident economic expansion will slow in the first half of 1970 
to a relative crawl when compared with much of the 1960s. 
Among the measurements they use in arriving at this conclusion 
are these: —The Index of Consumer Sentiment, maintained 
by the Survey Research Center at the University of Michigan, 
is now near the low point reached just prior to the 1957-1958 
recession. 
In the fourth quarter of 1969 it dropped to 79.7 
from 95.1 in February. The base, or 100, is pegged to February' 
1966. 
Past studies have shown, quite understandably, that when the 
consumer is in a cautious or depressed mood he doesn't spend 
his money, A lot of merchants discovered this during Christ­ 
mas week. A lot may yet learn the1 bad 'news.

But insiders In 
several GOP-controlled state!» 
have begun whispering their 
unhappiness over the offhand­ 
ed treatment they are getting 
from the White House. 
They were annoyed, for ex­ 
ample, when Nixon sent Vice 
President Agnew to the Repub­ 
lican Governors Conference In 
Hot Springs, Ark., last De­ 
cember instead of making the 
trip himself. 
They liked hi* plan, however, 
to return part of federal tax 
haul to the states, with no 
strings attached. They assum­ 
ed he would lay the groundwork 
few action In January, but state 
house staffers have hath told 
this column that Nixon has made 
no real move to get House hear­ 
ings going.

Gov, Ronald Reagan, chair­ 
man of the GOP governors, 
has not openly criticized Nix­ 
on for his failure to keep in 
closer personal touch with the 
governors. But the vice chair­ 
man, Pennsylvania’s Gov. Ray­ 
mond Shafer, has sorrowfully 
told friends that the President 
has let him down and increased 
Democratic chances of taking 
over the Harrisburg state house 
in 1920, 
In Indiana, Gov. Edgar Whit­ 
comb has told aides that he 
is unhappy with the help he is 
getting from the administra­ 
tion In several areas. But his 
strongest complaint, signifi­ 
cantly, is over the inadequate 
federal funds that have been 
made available to fight crime 
In the streets.

But they re­ 
gard such aides as Brice Har­ 
low, John Erlichmann and Lyn 
Nofziger as inexperienced or 
inept.

MANAGING HISTORY 
Lyndon Johnson tried to man­ 
age the news while he occupied 
the White House. After a year 
alone with his memories, he is 
now trying to manage history. 
All Presidents, of course, have 
sought to present the best pos­ 
sible face to the public. But no 
President ever worked harder 
at it than LBJ. Once he sum­ 
moned the government’s too 
press agents to the White House 
and berated them for failing to 
build him up to herodImensions. 
He 
told them petulantly: 
“ You’re not getting my picture 
on the front page the-way you did 
President Kennedy 's.*' 
LBJ, despite his recent pro­ 
testations of friendship, dislik­ 
ed the late Sen. Robert Ken­ 
nedy so Intensely that he struck 
people off his list whom he 
suspected might be friendly with 
Kennedy. Insiders say that LBJ 
deliberately destroyed the part y 
organization because of an ob­ 
sessive lear that Kennedy might 
wrest control of the Democra­ 
tic National Committee. 
Lyndon Johnson’s first contri­ 
bution to recorded history was 
produced while he was still in 
the White House. He issued a 
pictorial history called “The 
Living White House,’’ which 
contains 63 pictures of LBJ and 
his family. George Washington, 
the father of our country, rated 
only two. Abraham Lincoln was 
allotted six pictures. More 
space Is devoted to the wedding 
of LBJ’s daughter, Luci, than 
to all the other eleven White 
House weddings combined. 
If the reader flips through 
the pages of this publication 
too fast, he may get the im­ 
pression that LBJ succeeded 
George Washington and was re­ 
elected at frequent intervals 
thereafter. 
Now Lyndon Johnson, in a ser­ 
ies of television interviews, is 
offering the nation some more 
history. As usual, this is the 
LBJ version of history.

Washington (ap) — The 
best target for man's first voy­ 
age into, 'deep space might be 
the wandering, unhabitated as­ 
teroid Eros when itcomeswith» 
to 14 million miles from earth 
m 1975, two scientists feeL 
The scientists said a study of 
Eros and other asteroids might 
produce 
better information 
about the solar system's history 


than study oí the moon or other 
planets. 
The. asteroids are a belt of 
dirt and rock circling the sun 
between the orbits of Mars and 
Jupiter. They range in size from 
500 miles down to small bits. 
The scientists, in an article to 
the magazine Science, said a 
spaceship could easily land an 
Eros because at less gravity.

I do not know the particular 
situation elsewhere, but in New 
York the commuter railroads 
are a mess, and I for one do 
.not believe that this was neces. 
sarily meant to be. This morrw 
mg a f riend began his telephone 
conversation, in reply to the 
routine question How are you? 
by muttering stoically that tie 
had no complaint in the world 
except against the Penn Cen­ 
tral Railroad. 
What was it this partic­ 
ular morning? The “third 
track" wasn't working — on 
account of the bitter cold, the 
conductor had said. On the other 
hand, neither does the third 
track work regularly in the sum­ 
mertime, on account, presum­ 
ably of the bitter heat. Yester­ 
day, on the line from Greenwich, 
Connecticut , the three count'em 
three rear cars had absolutely 
no heat at all, so that the pas­ 
sengers had all to crowd in the 
forward cars passing an hour 
eyeball to eyeball, without space 
enough, even, to hide thei r tears 
with a copy of the New York 
Daily News. 
My friend, who is a lawyer, 
waxed w rothe r and wrothe r, and 
reminded me tliat a year ago a 
passenger, protesting against 
some casual brutality erf that 
morning's train, had refused 
to surrender his ticket. He was 
taken away and sentenced there 
and then by the judge for de­ 
privation of service, which 
means that he deprived the rail­ 
road of money which be longed to 
the railroad in compensation 
for its services. What, my 
friend asked cogently, about 
the railroad's deprivation of its 
passengers* time? The gentle­ 
man in question is worth 
seventy-five dollars an hour on 
the open market. The figure 
is rough, but one can safely as­ 
sume that m the course of 
a year, his commuter railroad 
costs him, in delays, oh, say 
five thousand dollars. 
1 say it was not meant to be 
because I continue to be­ 
lieve that if no one had in­ 
vented the railroad, and sudderw 
ly one were to call a press 
conference and divulge the idea 
of a track running in a straight 
line from city' to city on which 
an enormous engine, an adapta­ 
tion of an automobile, could pull 
enormous busses at speeds of a 
hundred miles per hour, that the 
whole country would stop in 
amazement and every Con­ 
gressman 'and Senator would 
rise in a chorus to appropriate 
money to make the dream come 
true. Yet, lacredibly, railroads 
are grinding to a halt. Most of 
New England you cannot now 
reach by railroad. 
I am to toe mood to make & 
few practical proposals. 


1. 
Is there any reason at 
all why the ICC shouldn't be 
abolished? It was set up pri­ 
marily to guard against exces­ 
sive abuses by the railroads of 
their advantages as monopolies. 
To guard against such abuses 
In this day and age Is the 
equivalent of protecting the 
public 
against 
American 
Motors' selling their cars at 
too high a price. 
2. It is, in my judgment, too 
late to turn the railroads com­ 
pletely over to free enterprise, 
but not too late for first ec­ 
onomic principles to come to 
our help. The railroads' two 
principal economic encumbráis 
ces are 
a) taxes, and b) 
union monopolies, I propose 
legislation under which the gov­ 
ernment would acquire the rail­ 
road beds. 
The sole reason 
for doing so would be in order 
to prevent the states and the 
municipalities from taxing the 
railroads, most particularly the 
land over which their trackage 
runs, 
3. The government would then 
proceed to lease the railroad 
beds for fees only just large 
enough to attend to the main­ 
tenance of the railroad beds, 
even as the highways are 
publicly maintained. Anyone 
paying the fee could use the 
bed and provide public services, 
subject to observance of safety 
rules, and central coordination. 
So that, for instance, the Grey­ 
hound Companies say, and 
Eastern Airlines or even the 
Buckley Syndicate, could offer 
services to commuters, or even 
to longer haul passengers at a 
price to be arrived at by com­ 
petition, and by the quality of 
the service and equipment that 
they furnish. And, just as rail­ 
way unions are covered 'under 
special legislation, so would 
they be covered under special 
legislation in the future; no 
union shop. 
A sensible set of proposals, 
with the compliments of a 
former patron of the railroads, 
who is a prospective patron of 
'the 'new railroads.

Al­ 
though you do not ask a spe­ 
cific medical question, I be­ 
lieve there is much in your 
letter that is of vital impor­ 
tance in the relationship be­ 
tween doctor and patient.

Their surgi­ 
cal skills were honed to a fine 
degree and all were equipped 
to practice their specialties in 
various communities. I took 
this occasion to tell them that

Nothing is farther from 
the truth. 
Patients in a hospital en- 
v i r o n m e n t are sometimes 
treated by those in training 
as a bundle of signs and symp­ 
toms, devoid of fears, ten­ 
sions and worries. Patients, 
especially those who are on 
a hospital ward service, are 
somewhat more terrified to 
exnress their reactions to a 
callous attitude. 
In the private practice of 
medicine, patients seek the 
added ingredients of devotion 
and kindness along with com­ 
petent medical treatment. The 
wisdom of the body is so great 
that many diseases recover 
wuh simple guidance. Unless 
the young doctor is available 
to alleviate the concern of his 
patients, he and his practice 
may suffer and be by-passed 
You stated It exceedingly 
well in your letter. I am cer­ 
tain that being far removed 
from your own home, injured 
and terrified by the bloody 
head, you needed that extra 
ingredient of kindness in addi­ 
tion to the skill of sewing up 
a wound. 
There is no relationship be­ 
tween the degree of an illness 
and the worry it causes the 
patient. Even trivial diseases 
can set in motion a series of 
tensions. The physician must 
be equipped to treat the so- 
called trivial illnesses with the 
same degree of understanding 
and gentleness as he does a 
major illness.

out making them good human 
heingz, then our educational 
program was a failure. 
Indeed, all efforts of medi­ 
cal school and hospital edu­ 
cators today are aimed at giv­ 
ing students a better, more 
sensitive understanding of the 
emotional needs of their pa 
tienta.

NEW YORK (AP)— Debbie 
Meyer, the lithe teen -ager who 
added new dimensions in 1969 to 
her statute as the world's reign - 
her 
stature as the world's 


reigning 
swim 
queen, was 


selected Female Athlete of the 
Year today in the Associated 
Press' 39th annual poll. 
Miss Meyer, barely beaten out 
for the 1968 award by Olympic 
figure skating champion Peggy 
Fleming, 
was the landslide 


choice of the nation's sports 
writers and sportscasters this 
time around. 
The 
17-year-old schoolgirl 


from Sacramento, a triple gold 
medal winner in the 1968 Olym- 
pic Games, lowered one of her 
own four world free-style rec- 
ords In 1969 and made atrium- 
phant splash as a novice medley 
swimmer. 
She received 210 votes, to 96 
for runner-up KathyWhitworth, 
the gifted lady golfer who won 
the Athlete of the Year award 
in 1965 and 1966. 
A year ago, Miss Fleming 
edged Debbie in the closest race 
since the inception of the award 
in 1931. Swimmer Kelene Mad- 
ison was the winner in that first 
ballot, and five other mer- 
maids have been honored — the 


last one Australia's DawnFra- 
ze r in 1962. 
Miss Fraser still holds the 


world mark for the 100-meter 
freestyle, but Miss Meyer, a 
statuesque blonde , has corner- 
ed the market on the remaining 
freestyle standards. 
Debbie, wh« set records at 
200, 400, 800 and 1,500 meters 
in 1968 pre-Olympic comoet- 
itlon, churned the 1,500 in 17 
minutes, 19.9 seconds last Au- 
gust in the National AAUCham- 
pionships at Louisville, Ky., 
trimming 11.3 seconds off her 
world mark at that demanding 
distance. 


Miss Meyer, virtually unbeat- 
able In the freestyle events 
in recent years, turned to the 
individual medley as a diver- 
sion — and wound up taking 100 
-meter Indoor and outdoor titles 
in the AAU championships. The 
individual medley is a versatil- 
ity test, combining breast - 
stroke, butterfly, backstroke 
and freestyle strokes. 
Debbie , who also won the AAU 
1,650-meter freestyle title In- 
doors, matching her own Amer- 
ican short-course 25-yard pool 
mark of 17:04.4, competed ex- 
tensively overseas last year and 
currently is on an Australian

reds of thousands of California 
hlldren live in famlies whose 
ncome is so low “that main, 
ining an adequate diet is a 
aily struggle, at best pre. 
arious and all too often, lmpos. 
ible.” • 
Other major committee pro. 
>osals: 
— Increase 
family welfare 
ayments to assure that every 
hild*s 
minimum food needs 
an be met through a combina» 
on of welfare aid and food 
stamps. 
— Extend the federal food 
p program to every county. 
t now is in effect, or soon will 
, in 35 of the 58 counties. 
Californians 
must 
face the 


fact 
that “ our present social 
welfare policies perpetuate and 
aggravate poverty,** the report 
said. 
“ There is substantial evidence 
linking malnutrition in children 
with 
impaired 
physical 
and 
mental development/’ the re. 
Port said. These are conditions 
that start anew the cycle that 
leads back to dependency on 
welfare. 
The committee, which has 
seven Republicans and six Dem­ 
ocrats, noted that the state's 
first 
program 
of 
providing 
lunches for needy school chil* 
dren, passed in 1969, amounts 
to only three cents for each 
week for each child. 
The bill establishing that pro­ 
gram originally provided a $5 
million appropriation, but all 
but $500,000 of that was vetoed 
by Gov. Reagan. 
Any emergency appropriation 
for such a program would need 
the Republican governor's ap­ 
proval. 
The report said it could not 
pinpoint how many California 
children actually suffer mal» 
nutrition. 
But it noted there are 750,000 
children under the program of 
Aid to Families With Dependent 
Children and 500,000 children in 
low.income families who make 
no more than welfare level. 
“ These children make up be­ 
tween 15 and 20 per cent of the 
children of California. Unfor. 
tunately, it is safe to assume 
that many, if not most of them 
do not get enough of the right 
kinds of food to eat to assure 
good health and normal growth 
and development, especially in 
the 
vital 
early 
formative 
years," the report said.
